The After Final Amendment is not entered, for several reasons: First, while the 
proposed amendment to claim 1 , line 8, replaces "comprising" to --consisting 
essentially of-, the Examiner notes that such amendment is essentially meaningless in 
view of the last five lines of the claim, i.e., "all said successive coats which appears 
to be a de facto comprising type clause. Also, the newly proposed recitation "direct- 
image" at line 9 appears to be "new matter", since Applicant has not pointed out any 
express or inherent support of "direct-image" in the specification.
